LOUISVILLE ENTRIES EXCEED EXPECTATIONS. 

Louisville. Ky.. September 5. The exceedingly 
larpe number of entries received for tin* ten 
stakes at the Churchill Downs fall meeting of 
nineteen da vs’ duration, which opens «*u Saturday, 
October 1. is the talk <*f the turf world. In point 
of class and nuiiiliers the combination lias not Urn 
surpassed in the history of fall racing in the middle 
west. In tills respect the excellence of ail eastern 
meeting is equaled. Secretary Lyman II. Davis 
always felt that the entry list would he large, hut 
lie was not prepared lor the breaking ot all records 
in the middle wesi and on top ot this to have the 
star racers of America named to start lien*. Man 
a per Winn and President Grainger were at ail times 
sanguine as to l lie general excellence of the entries 
ami the large list of nominations, hut results ex 
cceded their fondest anticipations. 

Samuel C. Hildreth leads the list of nominators. 
He sent in an even fifty, costing him just $599. 
Second in point of numbers comes George Odom with 
twenty-two, and Louis 1*. Poerhofer is third with 
seventeen. Edward Alvey is fourth with sixteen. 
1. II. Wheat croft liftli with fourteen and W. G. 
Y anke sixth with thirteen. Harney Sclireibcr made 
twelve entries. K. It. Bradley sent eleven and Janies 
Butler and C. C. Van Meter each ten. Thirty-five 
other turfmen sent in five or more. All entries ***>st 
$lo each, which is an increase for the wesi. as in 
the past fall stake entrance fees were $5. with the 
exception of two stakes, for wideli the fee was $K». 
In J99S Edward Corrigan made nominations repre- 
senting $335, tin* largest amount in the history of 
fall racing at Churchill Downs until now. This 
year Mr. Corrigan did not make a single entry. 

Rain prevented any trials of racers Sunday morn- 
ing at Douglas Park <>r Churchill Downs, but the 
cessation of work will 1 m* brief and by tomorrow 
there will he renewed activity ui<on tin* part of 
trainers in getting their horses in condition for Mu* 
•Kentucky races, which begin September 1!) at Lex 
iiigtou. Assuredly the Im*s 1 horses that have come 
to tin* fall meetings in Kentucky in years are now 
within the confines "f ti"* commonwealth or are 
about to be shipped here from New York and 
Canada. Will II. Shelley, racing secretary for tin* 
Lexington meeting, who was here today conferring 
with Lyman II. Davis, is enthusiastic over the out 
look, lie said: 

“In all of my experience I never have known so 
many fast horses to be available for the Kentucky 
campaign. At Lexington we have all tin* horses we 
can take car** of and they are of tin* highest class. 
Think of receiving Dili entries for the Lexington 
stake events, an average of thirty three for each 
stake, and tin* men interested in racing will have 
an idea of the excellent s|M»rt in st**r** in this state 
for the patrons of tin* turf. I can tell you it is I 
going to lie a task to make a satisfactory program 
tliis time and it is going to take a really g«*od hors* 
to win. There will be the combination of stake 
horses, g«*<*d horses and those hardly so good. We 
are going t<* have racing **n flu* order of a fall 
meeting at SlM*opshead Ray. There is n**t a sick 
horse at Lexington and tie same tiling applies t<* 
the racers a* Itoiiglas Park and Churchill Downs.” 

A number of Texas turfmen will !*<• at Churchill 
Downs with strings this fail. J. W. Fuller prob 
ably is iln- most noted turfman of the Lone Star 
State. He is one of tin* biggest land owners of the 
Dallas district ami a power then* both socially ami 
politically. Mr. Fuller lias raced many noted horses 
in recent years, including Georg** Arnold and T<* 
kahrn. btdii celebrated racers. Tokaion won tin* 
Brooklyn Handicap in P.mm;. Mr. Fuller will bring 
in re the band lie has been racing reeenily in Canada. 
He lias Toy Roy and Nettie Marcliniont. tnith of 
which have won at Windsor. This noted Texas turf 
man is a personal friend of Mr. Colquitt, now 
making tin* race for governor of Texas with every 
assurance of winning. Mr. Fuller thinks tin* day 
is not far away when it will be possible to legalize 
racing in Texas, with a state racing commission to 
govern flu* sport.
